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AN ACT concerni ng hi gher educati on.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 1. Short title. This Act my be cited as

Academ ¢ Presentation Protection Act.

Section 5. Definitions.

"Academ c presentation” means any |ecture, speech,
performance, exhibit, or other formof academ c or aesthetic
presentation that is nade by an instructor of record as part
of an authorized course of instruction at a higher education
institution and that 1is not fixed in a tangi ble nedi um of
expr essi on.

"Commer ci al purpose"” neans any purpose that has financi al
or econom c gain as an objective.

"Hi gher education institution"” means a public institution
of higher education listed under the definition of "public
institutions of higher education”™ in the Board of Hi gher
Educati on Act.

"Instructor of record" neans any teacher or staff nenber
enpl oyed by a higher education institution to teach courses
and authorize <credit for the successful conpletion of

cour ses.

Section 10. Prohibition.

(a) Except as authorized by policies developed in
accordance with subsection (a) of Section 20 of this Act, no
busi ness, agency, or person, including without limtation an
enroll ed student at a higher education institution, shal
prepare, cause to be prepared, give, sell, transfer, or
ot herwi se distribute or publish, for any commercial purpose,

any contenporaneous recordi ng of an academ c presentation in
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a classroomor equivalent site of instruction at a higher
education institution by an instructor of record. This
prohibition applies to a recording nmade in any nmedium
including without Iimtation handwitten or typewitten class
not es.

(b) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to interfere
with the rights of disabled students under the |aw. Not hi ng
inthis Act is intended to change existing law as it pertains
to the ownership of academ c presentations.

(c) It does not constitute a violation of this Act for a
busi ness, agency, or person solely to provide access or
connection to or froma facility, system or network over
which that business, agency, or person has no control,
including related capabilities that are i nci dent al to
provi di ng access or connection. This subsection (c) does not
apply to a business or agency that is owed by (or to a
busi ness, agency, or person that is controlled by) or is a
conspirator wth a business, agency, or person actively
involved in the creation, editing, or know ng distribution of

a cont enporaneous recording that violates this Act.

Section 15. How Act enforced. A circuit court may grant
any relief that it finds necessary to enforce this Act,
i ncludi ng the issuance of an injunction. A person injured by
a violation of this Act, in addition to actual damages, nmay
recover court costs, attorney's fees, and a civil penalty
froma person (i) who is not a student enrolled in the higher
education institution at which the instructor of record nakes

his or her academ c presentation and (ii) who seeks to obtain

fi nanci al or econoni ¢ gain through the wunauthorized
di ssem nation of the academ c presentation. The anmount of
the civil penalty shall not exceed $1,000 for the first

of fense, $5,000 for the second offense, and for any

subsequent offense, a penalty of not |ess than $10, 000 or
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nore than $25, 000.

Section 20. Policies and rules to protect academc
present ati ons.

(a) Each hi gher educati on institution shall, in
consultation wth faculty in accordance wth applicable
procedures, develop policies to prohibit the unauthorized
recordi ng, di ssem nati on, and publication of academc
presentations for comrercial purposes.

(b) Each higher education institution shall adopt or
provide for the adoption of specific rules governing a
violation of this Act by students, along wth applicable
penal ties for a wviolation of the rules. Each hi gher
education institution shall adopt procedures to inform al
students of those rules, with applicable penalties, and any

revisions to the rul es.
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
